Amendments to the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business In Lok Sabha 

(Fifth Edition) 

In pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rule 331 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct 
of Business In Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the following amendments approved by 
Lok Sabha to the said Rules are hereby published: — 

Rule 33 

’•‘I. In rule 33, after the words “not less than ten’’, the words “and not more than 
twenty-one" shall be inserted. 

Rule 55 

2. In sub-rule (1) of rule 55, for the words "shall allot half an hour", the words 
“may allot half an hour on three sittings in a week’’ shall be substituted. 

Rule 194 

3. (a) In rule 194, the words beginning with the words “and in consultation” 
and ending with the word “circumstances” shall be omitted. 

: This amendment shall come into force on the termination of the Second Session 
of Fourth Lok Sabha. 
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lb) Rule 194 as so amended shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof and 
the "following sub-rule (2) shall be added after the proviso- namely.— 

‘■{2) The Speaker may allut two sittings in a week on which such matters 
may be taken up for discussion and allow such time for discussion not 
exceeding one hour at or before the end of the sitting, as he mas 
consider appropriate in the circumstances ” 

Rule 197 

T (\) After sub-rule (1) of rule 197, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely.— 

“Provided tha,t no member shall give more than two such notices foi any 
one sitting." 

l2) At the end of sub-rule (2) oi rule 197, the following shall be added, 
namely: — 

“but each member m whose name the item stands in the list of business may, 
with the permission of the Speaker, ask a question: 

Provided that names of not more than five members shall be shown in the 
list of business. 

Explanations. —<lj Where a notice is signed by more than one member, it shall 
be deemed to have been given by the first, signatory only. 

Ui) Notices for a sitting received upto 10 so hours shall be deemed to have been 
received at 10 .10 hours on that day and a ballot shall be held to determine the 
relative priority of each such notice on the same subject. Notices received after 
10.H0 hours shall be deemed to have been given for the next sitting” 

(31 In sub-rule (11) oi rule 197, for the words “one such matter", the words “two 
such matters” shall be substituted. 

(4) After sub-rule (.3) of rule 197, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“Provided that the second matter shall not be raised by the same members 
who have raised the first matter and it shall be raised at or imme¬ 
diately before the end of the sitting as the Speaker may fix." 

(B) For sub rule (5; of rule 197, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(5) All the notices which have not been taken up at the sitting for which 
they have been given shall lapse at the end of the sitting, unless the 
Speaker has admitted any of them for a subsequent sitting." 

Rule 367 

5, In sub-rule (3) (c) oi rule J67, after the words "the automatic vote recorder” 
the words “or by using ‘Aye’ and ‘No’ slips in the House" shall be inserted. 

Rule 3G7AA 

6. After rule 367A, the lollowing new rule 367AA shall be Inserted, namely: — 

3G7AA. “Division by distribution o J 'Aye' and 'No’ slips. —(1) Where the 
Speaker directs under clause (c) of sub-rule (3j of rule 367 that the 
votes shall be recorded by members on ‘Aye’ and ‘No’ slips, the Divi¬ 
sion Clerks shall supply to each member at his seat, an ‘Aye’ or ‘No’ 
slip, according to the choice indicated by him. A member shall record 
his vote on the slip by signing and indicating his Division Number 
thereon- 

(21 After the members have recorded their votes, the Division Clerks shall 
collect the ‘Aye’ and 'No' slips and bring them to the Table where the 
votes shall be counted by'the officers at the Table and the totals of 
‘Ayes’ and ‘Noes’ presented to the Speaker. 

(3 1 The result oi the Division shall be announced by the Speaker and it shall 
not be challenged "
